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twenty-fourth anniversary of the birth 

of the Prince of Peace, whose ad- 

vent was signalized by the star of 
Bethlehem and heralded by the angel pro- 
claiming to the shepherds, ‘I bring you good 
tidings of great joy,- which shall be to all 
people,” and by “a multitude of the heavenly 
host” acclaiming, “on earth peace, good will 
toward men,” finds this war-ravaged world 
yearning, perhaps more earnestly than ever 
before, for the establishment 6f universal and 
permanent peace. Never before has there 
been such general agitation or world-wide 
movement for the abolishment of war as 
during the past few years has been, and still 
is, engaging the solicitous attention of man- 
kind. This awakening is manifested in many 
lands and in numerous ways, including, 
among others, public meetings, forensic dis- 
cussions, pertinent newspaper and magazine 
comment, resolutions by civie organizations 
and other popular demonstrations,. the dis- 
tribution of innumerable tracts and circu- 
lars, and competitions for large cash prizes 
offered by individuals, associations and govy- 
ernments for devising the best plan for se- 
curing world peace. 


T HE appproaching nineteen hundred and 


Doubtless the impetus that precipitated 
this great and sudden increase of «sentiment 
and effort in favor of permanent peace is 
due to the terror inspired by the devastation 
and demoralization wrought by the World 
War, and to the resulting consciousness that 


unless war is abolished civilization will - 


perish from the earth. The dread of, and 
desire to avert, this threatened disaster 
were the impellent inducements to form the 
League of Nations, which, by the prospectus 
and propaganda of its promoters, was made 
to appear as the most effective instrumental- 
ity for the prevention of war. But its record 
of achievement is disappointing; for unfor- 
tunately the sincerity of motive actuating 
the majority, if not all, of the great powers 
that control the League is mistrusted because 
of the questionable tendency of certain regu- 


-lations ordained by them-to make the League 


a_super-government, not only of and by the 
member nations, but over the rest of. the 
world also, and furthermore because they 
have bound the League members by a con- 
stitutional covenant to enforce its. dicta- 
torial judgments and decrees, even by war, 
against outside nations that have neither 
subscribed to its covenants nor consented to 
submit to its arbitraments. Even the nations 
within the League are suspicious of one 
another, and especially distrustful of the 
more powerful members, who seem disposed 
to shape the policy and conduct the adminis- 
tration of the League for the promotion of 
their own selfish interests. The League, as 
constituted, contains the elements of possi- 
bility that it may be perverted from a league 
of peace to a confederacy of military op- 
pression, and indications are not lacking that 
there is danger of such a result. The out- 
come all- depends on whether the course to 
be pursued by the League of Nations is to 
be directed in accordance with the dictates of 
Christian ethics or for the promotion of 
selfish interests. 

Infidels tauntingly assert that Christianity 
has proved a practical failure, and as one 
of the principal grounds in support of their 
contention they cite the innumerable wars 
which almost incessantly have disgraced the 
history of Christian nations; and as evidence 
of how utterly devoid of fulfilment has been 
the benediction of the angelic chorus even 
after the lapse of more than nineteen cen- 
turies since it was pronounced, these critics 
point scornfully to the unholy spectacle of 
the late World War, begun, as it was, by and

between professed followers of Christ, and 
by them relentlessly extended in sphere of 
action until the greater part of Christendom 
and most of the pagan world were drawn 
into its bloody vortex. 


To any unprejudiced mind familiar with 
the Holy Scriptures the prevalence of war 
among Christian nations casts no reflection 
on the faultless life and teachings of Christ, 
but is a shameful reproach to the multitude 
of His avowed followers who, though ren- 
dering lip service, do not govern their con- 
duct in accordance with the precepts and 
example of the Master. In the “Sermon on 
the Mount” (recorded in the 5th, 6th and 
7th chapters of Matthew) Jesus promulgated 
a perfect set of rules to live by, and finally 
epitomized them all in the so-called golden 
rule which reads as follows: _ “Therefore all 
things whatsoever ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye even so to them; for this is 
the law and the prophets.” Certainly all 
Christians, whatever their sectarian differ- 
ences of creed, must, and undoubtedly do, 
recognize their duty to obey this command- 
ment of their Lord, the absolute perfection 
of which has elieited the unqualified approval 
and admiration of humanity, including the 
most critical unbelievers. Had the general- 
ity of Christians taken to heart the Sermon 
on the Mount and made practical application 
of the golden rule in their every-day life and 
their conduct of international affairs, war 
would have been banished from Christendom 
long ago, and in all probability from the en- 
tire civilized world through the enlightening 
‘and elevating influence of their example, 
and almost to a certainty if such influence 
had been augmented by the declaration of 
a united policy to treat as barbarous, and to 
place under the ban of non-intercourse any 
nation that committed a. breach of-interna- 
tional peace. 


“Blessed are the peacemakers; for they 
shall be called the children of God,” is one of 
the eight beatitudes with which the Sermon 
on the Mount opens; then, in liné with this 
declaration, Christ proceeded to ‘demounce 
contentiousness, and enjoined tolerance and 
forgiveness and that even the demands of 
justice be tempered with mercy and for- 
bearance. ‘Addressing His- disciples, He 
said: “Ye are the light of the world. * * * 
Let your light so shine before men, that they 
may see your good works, and glorify your 
Father which is in heaven.” But what has 
been the shining example of good works that 
His adherents through the ages have set be- 
fore the world for its enlightenment? In wo- 
ful dereliction of His precepts Christians of 
one sect have from time to time massacred 
thousands of Christians of some other creed 
because of difference in their respective in- 
terpretations of the Scriptures, and have 
committed these atrocities in the name of the 
meek and gentle Jesus and under pretense 
of glorifying God. Although the tortures of 
the “Holy Office”. of the Inquisition have 
passed into history, and burning of heretics 
at the stake and religious massacres, such as 
that of Saint Bartholomew’s Day in which 
thousands of Christians in France were 
slaughtered, because of their faith, by Chris- 
tians of a different persuasion, are no longer 
in vogue, nevertheless the spirit of intoler- 
ance is not quelled; for race hatred and re- 
ligious strife with persecution, though 
usually in more refined forms, still crop out— 
even in our own “sweet land of liberty.” 


Religious wars, formerly of common oc- 
currence, have ceased; they offer too little 
prospect of material gain to be regarded as 
alluring ventures in this commercial age. 
But in the treatment of countries whose na- 


tional interests conflict with those of thei 
own respective fatherlands, the governments 
of civilized nations, reflecting the prevailin; 
sentiment of their citizenry, appear still to 
be actuated by the same motives of selfish- ~ 
ness and greed that have induced them to 
aggrandizement by waging 
for the purpose of conquest, 
spoliation or commercial exploitation. Such, 
indeed, were the impelling motives behind 
the launching of the World War and of the 
lesser wars that have followed as its after-

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Christmas Gifts From Odds and Ends 





'T seems as if the ideas for using treasured 

remnants of silk and lace must become ex- 
hausted, and yet there is such a fascination 
about utilizing dejicate bits of dainty ma- 
terial, it is not strange that new ways of 
doing so are constantly devised. 

Given a little thoughtful consideration it is not 
hard to combine what you happen to have with 
perhaps a little new material in making up useful 
and attractive little trifles for somebody on your 
Christmas list. 





Trimmings of Silk Blossoms & 


When one has learned the simple secret of mak- 
ing these charming little roses’ and buds of varying 
size, ideas for employing them will easily be found. 


Tiny Roses 


Roses of baby ribbon or the merest scraps of 
silk four to five inches long, and folded lengthwise 
are made as follows: Fold one end forward. Run 
in. gathering thread. Beginning at folded end, 

around and around, draw gathering up tightly, 





roll 
twist thread around and tack. Garlands of these 
are used on the pin basket, and to decorate cro- 
cheted puff case. 


Flat Roses 


The group on the outside of the smaller basket 
can be made with even less sewing. Pin one end 
of silk or soft ribbon to material. Now twisting, 
wind round and round underneath the two ends 
of the pin. See detail 5. Tuck the end under 
Jast round and with threaded needle tack as neces- 
sary to hold in place. ’ 


Full Blown Roses 


Stamens for the center can be purchased, or 
yellow flossed out sil or French «nots substituted. 
For petais, use loops of ribbon folded, (see details 
1 and 3), or folded squares of silk, shirred on the 
two cut edges, or strips folded and shirred along 
raw edges. (see detail 4), 


Rosettes 


Thése can be of any ‘width ribbon. Tie knots 
planned to come in center of loops. (see detail 2.) 
Fold loops alternately to left and right, tying with 
extra ribbon knotted in the center. 


Tinted Lace 


A nickle’s worth of powdered ochre will give 
laces a. tint which blends much more prettily with 
colored silks than pure white, Spread out, dust 
well with the powder, roll up and lay aside for a 
day or so, Then, shade thoroughly and lace is 
ready for use. 


Wild Rose Puff 


Downy puffs are charming tucked behind a 
pink silk rose. Make a case of two circles of silk, 
Jarge enough to take the puff easily. Edge each 
side with a frill of lace. Cover the front with a 
rose of 15 or more petals in either of the ways 
suggested. a 


Blackberry Pin Basket 


This clever little get-up will give real happiness 
to some one, as a pin in need is a friend indeed. 
Any small basket may be used. A shabby one can 
be painted, gilded or silk covered. Trimmed with

To make the 
pin berries, cut 
a paper of pins 
into strips, roll 
as closely as 
possible round 
and round. 
Hold securely 
and press the 
heads of the pins downward, forming rounds into a 
little mound or berry-like shape. Then to hold 
in place slip on a small elastic. Make enough 
berries to fill the basket full. Fit each in place, 
rounding up towards the center. All black or 
varied colored little pearl headed pins can be used. 
Although packed in so closely any pin can easily 
be removed as needed. * 


Wire Frame Work Baskets 


Very ornamental and extremely useful baskets 
of different shapes and sizes and for a variety of 
purposes can be fashioned with wire candle or 
lamp shade frames as a base. 

‘The larger one shown is a work basket of two 
six-sided frames, 5 inches deep by 9 inches wide. 
The inside is fitted with a pin cushion and ribbon 
straps for holding needles, scissors, thimble, spools, 
ete. 

‘The covering can be of silk, cretonne or cotton 
crepe, making the whole as handsome or practical 
as you like. « 

With silic for the basket a ruffled ribbon top 
finished with a group of roses is lovely. The 
inside and outside can match or be of contrasting 
color, Use slightly fylled sili on the outside and 
arrange pin in placé and sew first. Line with 
goods. Sew on to top wire straight, and have 
fulled as necessary at the bottom. Cut two card- 
boards the size of the opening at the bottom. 
Cover smoothly and fit one inside and one outside. 

Seam and full on each row of ribbon on the top. 
Line to match the botton, cutting the silk deep 
enough to reach to the center. Shirr this edge and 
draw up, then cover the outside of this soft top 
with group of roses. 

1f cretonne is used for covering, sew it on straight 
at the top, plait in at the bottom and finish with 
bindings of ribbon or gilt braid. 

‘The round basket made of a candle shade frame 
makes a dainty jewel case. The flat cover is of 
cardboard topped with a small cushion. 

Coyer the frame both inside and outside with 
slightly fulled silk. In this case blue and pinic 
were combined. Blue for outside of frame, pink 
for cover and lining. Blue cushion, pink roses and 
bits of green ribbon leaves. Full sili on obitside 
of cover turning edges over and sticking down 
with mucilage, atfd an edge of fulled lace. Cover 
inside with plain silk, overcasting around closely. 

To make a small cushion, cut a six-inch circle of 
muslin, Gather edge, draw up, fill with bran and 
cover with silk. With black rope or embroidery 
silk divide into six or cight parts by stitching through 


















the center over the edge and through again, draw-" 


ing the silk in closely, See single cushion below. 


Two Christmas Bouquets 
On cither side of the articles shown at the top of 





the page will be no- 
ticed these bouquets 
either of which is a 
new and unique way 
of presenting some 
one with a few 
sweets or a half doz 
en handkerchiefs. 

For the candy 
bouquet a quarter 
poundof fruitorgum 
drops,or any kind of 
hard round candies, 
a lace edged: paper 
doily, yard of rib- 
bon, wax paper and a, skewer, orange stick or 
pencil will be necessary. é 

First wrap each candy’in paper and twist ends 
tightly, Arrange in mounded bouquet, and bind 
with strong cotton to handle. Cut hole in center 
of doily, slip over stick. If it tears use a second 
doily to hold the first in place. Tie on ribbon. 
Cover the handle by crossing the ends and winding 
back and forth to the end of the handle and then 
up to the center again where a bow is tied. 

For the handkerchief bouquet the same materials 
and four or six handkerchiefs will be needed. 

A little green crepe paper to back the doily can 
also be used and adds to the general attractiveness, 

Fold each handkerchief twice, bind centers to 
the handle, with néedle and thread fasten some 
yellow stamens or silk in the center. Finish as 
directed for candy bouquet. 


With the Aid of the Crochet Hook 


For workers who are partial to crocheting we 
present a few suggestions for little articles which 
really can be made very quickly. For the little 
puff case a soft mercerized cotton or fiber silk 
in a light shade would be suitable. 


Powder Puff Case 


Directions; Ch 6, join in ring with sl st. 

1st round—Ch 3, 18 d ¢ in ring, join. 

2nd round—Ch 3, 2d cin de, 1dc in next dc, 
*ch 2,1d¢,2d¢,1 din next 3 sts, repeat from * 
four times. 

8rd round—Ch 4, 3 dc on 3 dc xeeping last loop 
of each on hook and working all 4 off together. 
* Ch 10, 4 dc on next 4 sts working last loops off 
together as before, repeat from * 4 times, ch 10, join. 

4th round—Ch 3, 14 d ¢ under each ch and 1 dc 
on each group of doubles. 

5th round—Ch 5, 1 dc in first d ¢, ch 2, skip 2, 
1 dc, making 5 sps over chs, 1 dc, ch 2,1 dc in st 
over second group, thus increasing one space, repeat, 
join. 

6th round—Ch 3, group of doubles in first st, 
ch 5, skip 1 sp, group d c,in next sp. Work as in 
3rd round. 

7th round—7 s ¢ under each ch. 

8th round—Slip st over 4 sts, ch 4, 3 dc in first 
sc, * ch 5, skip 6, 4 dc, repeat from *, join with ch. 

9th round—Ch 8, 1 dc in third double. * ch 5, 
1 dc on first d c in next group, repeat ch 5, dc, in 
4th dc, of same group, from *, join with ch. 

10th round—Ch 6, 1s ¢ under ch, ch 3, 1 dc on 
de, *ch 3, 1 sc, ch3, 1 d cover next ch, repeat from * 

11th round—Ch 9, 1 de on de, * ch 6, 1d con 
dc, repeat from*. 

12th round—Same as 4th round. Last round 
all sps as in 5th round. 

If round is not large enough repeat last or last 
two rows.

Handy Little Hats 


For these silkateen, fiber silk or fine wool can be 
used working with a hook which will make work 
close and firm. 

As shown fiber silk in two shades, tan for crown 
and brown for brim was used for tape measure 
case and silkateen for scissors shield on page 7. 

Of either material work iz begun i center of 
crown by ch 3, join, 8 sc in ring, join, 2s ¢ in each 
st, Join, 1 sc in first sty2 sc in next st, repeat around, 
join. 

In next round work 2 s ¢ in every third st only. 
For the tape case continue to increase until round 
equal in size a closely rolled measure. Continue 
to work round and round increasing only twice in 
every third round, until sides of the crown are about. 
half-inch deep, and work to the center measures 
a good inch. 

Brim, With darker shade work rolling brim 
three-quarters of an inch wide. For this increase 
in'eyery third st in first round. Next rounds in- 
crease six or eight times (never at the same place) 
then finish with 2 rounds of 1 st in each st. 

Edge the brim with a braid of 2 strands each of 
the two shades and white. 

Roll a new tape measure closely, fit in the en 
box if possible and another very attractive lit 
gift is ready. 


Scissors Shield 


For the scissors shield work crown of hat, to 


fit over a certain cork. Brim. Two rounds in- 
creasing six to eight sts in each, then 2 rounds with- 
out increasing. 

Flowers. Of contrasting colors, ch 4, join, ch 5, 
1 4c in ring, ch 3, 1 dc, repeat from *, making 9 
dcinall. Fastgn off, make 3 flowers, and a couple 
of leaves as follows: Ch 4, turn, 3 s c, ch 6, turn, 
i alg ts 1 si st in fifst ch, ch 4,38, 15] stin first 
ch. 


Crocheted Lamp Mat 


~. As jute is a heavy twine even a fairly good-size 
mat may be worked up very quickly. Use a good 
size bone or wooden hook. Begin in the center 
with ch 4, join in ring, fill with singles, work round 
and round, through both loops of each stitch, in- 
creasing in the second row every other st in third 
row every other third st, and in each succeeding 
row only as often as necessary to keep work flat. 

Colors used in this mat: brown, green, buff, 
blue, orange, flowers, ‘buff blue and orange with 
green leaves. The center is green, followed with 
rounds of colors and edge brown. 

Flowers. Ch 2, 5 $c into first st of ch, next 2s¢ 
in each st. Four rows of 1 sc in each st. 

Leaves. Ch 4, 1s c in each of two sts, ch 6, 
2c in two sts, 2 d ¢ in two sts, 1d c in st of first 
ch, 1 sl st, ch 4, 3.8 c, 1 sl st in first st. Repeat. 

Arrange flowers and leaves on one side. One 
color may be used throughout for the mat if one 
hasn't leftovers. 


Transformed Tin and Paper Boxes 


For some of the nicest and most quickly made 
gifts, one can utilize tin boxes of various sizes, cigar 
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boxes, or cardboard boxes made up for some special 
purpose. 

These can all be covered very easily with any 
pretty materials or wall-paper (an old sample booi 
from a wall-paper store will help to accomplish 
wonders) with the aid of a tube of glue.

; figures or flowers can be substituted. 

Cut and seam the covering to fit. Apply glue 
sparingly to the top and bottom edges. Press 
down firmly. When dry outline both top and 
‘bottom with band of braid or ribbon. The inside 
may be lined if desired, or given a coat of enamel.

Lovely Jewel Box 


A cigar box is splendid for this. The outside of 
the top may be slightly padded with sheet wadding. 
A piece of flannel would answer. 

Line the sides of the box first, stretching the 
sic on plain or fulling a little according to one’s 
material. Cover a padded piece of cardboard for 
the bottom and glue in place. Now cover the 
outside of the box with some pretty sil, satin or 
velvet, and finish with a narrow braid. 

For children, pencil and lunch boxes can be 
made very attractive in this way. Old jam jars 
or tall bottles make most delightful vases covered 
with bits of bright silk. Glue these in place. 
Cover the overlapping edges with a line of black 
paint. When dry give a coat of shellac. 


Silk Magazine Pocket 


This ample paper holder is a small rug worked 
up in a very clever way of bits of sill, satin, ribbon 
and silk stockings. Besides these one will need a 
spool of strong thread such as is used for sewing 
carpet or No, 30 ecru mercerized crochet cotton. 

Cut scraps into two-inch width pieces if fine and 
soft, otherwise a little narrower. “Raw edges should 
be turned and pressed but strips do not need to be 
sewed together. With cotton crochet a ch 15 
inches long, fold a strip of silk together, twist 
somewhat, working over this make 1s c in first. st 
of ch, ch 1, skip 1s ¢, repeat, turn, and working 
over silic held above first row work 1 sc under each 
ch 1, ch 1, 1 sc, repeat. To join in a piece of sili 
lap for about two inches, and twisting with the 
piece one is working over. A hit-and-miss pattern 
is good, the ends being bordered with a few rows 
of the same color silk if possible. Finish with 
three crocheted loops for hanging up. 

Work until the rug measures 22 inches, fold over 
nine inches, and overcast the sides together. 

Finished work has the appearance of being 
woven, is very pretty, and even frail pieces of 
silk can be used very satisfactorily. 

Pillow covers or chair cushions can be made in 
the same way. 


Covered Memo Pad 


Buy a pad. an indexed one will be more con- 
venient, a small pencil with a ring on the end, and 
one-half yard of silk cord. 

Cut cardboard covers a trifle larger than the 
pad. Cover both sides with cretonne or any 
pretty material. Add another piece to one side 
to form a pocket into which the back of the pad 
slips. Overcast around all edges neatly, Loop 
cord across the back and tie to pencil. 


Telephone Index 


A very inexpensive phone index can be dressed 
up with cretonne and completely transformed very

easily. Not more than a quarter yard will be 
needed, with a ribbon or gilt braid for binding and 
a couple of wooden or glass beads. 

‘To cover, first separate the different pieces. 
Cover both sides of the parts necessary, just catch- 
ing the edges together, if a binding is ‘to be used. 
If not the work will have to be fine and secure. 
When covering is complete, fasten all together 
again and finish the lower ends of the cover over 
the index with bead drops. 


Handkerchief Case 


An expanding handkerchief case is a very nice 
thing to have and a very simple thing to make. 
For the foundation, two pieces of cardboard, six 
to seven inches square will be needed. 

If one has only a small piece of prettily figured 
material, this can be used for the cover and some- 
thing plainer used for the balance. Aside from 
the covering only a yard and a half of inch ribbon 
will be needed. 

‘dn any little gift as simple and plain as this 
eyery stitch should be perfect, or in this caso 
practically invisible.

This little case is a good example of something 
which might be appreciated by one person and be

If you haye on your list however, someone who 
does enjoy a game of cards, it would doubtless be 
welcomed, 

About 24 inches of figured material 12 inches 
wide will be needed for the outside and an equal 
amount of something in solid coloring for the lining. 
Three yards of braid or ribbon for binding. two 
yards of black silk cord, 12 inches of inch width 
black elastic, a good size fancy button, two packs 
of cards, score cards and a pencil, 

Cut both the fancy material and the lining 10 
by 20 inches, cut two pieces for the flaps four by 
five inches. Seam one end of the case, turn and 
baste, Now turn up this end to form a threc-inch 
pocket on the lining side. Seam three sides of each 
flap together, turn and baste the edges. Sew a 
flap to each side of the case, placing the raw edges 
between the outside and lining a couple of inches 
above the pocket, 

Round off the upper corners, pin the materials 
together smoothly and then baste and bind all 
edges excepting across the bottom of the pocket,

Bedtime Pillows 


Cuddle toys for bedfellows are always among 
the most acceptable gifts for little tots. 

Something of the same sort, just a little different 
but fully as companionable are these little bedtime 
pillows. 

A good size is nine by twelve inches, unless the 
child is about three years old, then an eleven by 
fourteen inch pillow will be better. 

‘The pillow proper can be made of white cotton, 
filled with down, feathers or fluffed cotton batting. 
They should not be stuffed too solidly, for a small 
pillow is much better for a little head. 

For the pillow covers use any soft white material 
‘The back of one of father’s shirts, a part of an 
apron, or anything which has been washed and 
used works in as well or really better than new 
material providing it is still strong, on account of 
its softness 

The outlines are so very simple, patterns will 
not be necessary, The work need only be on one 
side of pillows, excepting in the case of the dog and 
lamb. If these are cut to shape as shown, outli 
the features on both sides of the heads. ‘The sea 
then complete the outline of the design: 
preferred, however, the line can be carried straight 
across the bottom and the legs also outlined. This 
will give one more of a pillow. 

“Auntie” a good old standby can be made quite 
realistic if a piece of black stocking, worked with 











On the inside of the case opposite the conter of 
the flap stitch the elastic at the ends and in the 
middle to form 2 loops under which the cards are 
slipped before folding over the flaps. Double the 
silk cord, loop around the upper end as shown, 
Slip the ends through the loop and tie to pencil. 


A Hat or Dress Ornament 


Odds and ends of spool silk with perhaps the 
addition of one spool of black, blue or something 
else for the color foundation, and a few beads can 
be worked up into a very pretty hat or hip ornament 
for a surplice coat dress. 

Wind the spool of silk around anything which 
will make the strands about 18 inches long. Double 
in half and tie securely. Now wind the colors and 
use on the outside of the tassel only, then they 
will all count. 

To make an orndment like the design pictured, 
six rather long beads and 45 small round ones will 
be needed. 

‘Thread 1 round bead, 1 long bead, 7 round beads, 
run through first four of 7 round beads. Now 
thread one long bead then run back through first 
round, then 1 long bead, 7 round beads through 
four of 7 round beads through first long and first 
round beads. Repeat working in this way until 
6 long beads surround center beads, and the spaces 
between are filled with 7 round beads. 

Cut a canvas or buckram circle the sizé of the 
bead ornament, cover with black or dark silk, sew 
the silk fringe to about a third of the -*~° and then 
cover with the bead circle. 








TIMITED AMOUNT OF TIME. 
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OOPERATION spells success to a church 
sale of fancy articles and cooked food. 
If profits of any size are to be realized, 
the articles must be contributed, either 
voluntarily or solicited by committees, 

In organizing a church sale, the president of the 
society will decide on the number and kinds of 
tables, then appgint a committee of one for each 
table, and these com- 
mittees will select and ap- 
point their own helpers 
for soliciting, seeing that 
the promised contribu- 
tions are delivered or col- 
lected in time for the open- 
ing of sale, and for the 
work during and following 
the sale. * 

As soon as possible all 
the committees should 
meet with the president 
to discuss and make de- 
cisions on the working de- 
tails of the sale. There is 
always some "dead wood” 
among committees, but a 
president I worked with a’ 
number of years said she 
always made it a rule to 
appoint capable, industri- 
ous women on her com- 
mittees, because if they ac- 
cepted the appointment 
she was sure the work 
would be done and with 
efficiency, while women of 
leisure, if appointed were 
liable to accept from mo- 
tives of social preferment 
and be utterly lacking in 
the necessary push re- 
quired to carry a church 
sale to a 

If sale ar 
made at the meetings of 
the society, a “work com- 
mittee” must be appointed 
headed by one who is com- 
petent to buy materials to 
advantage, obtain patterns, 
cut and give out work ac- 
cording to the part each 
worker can best do. If 
work is taken home by a 
member, a memorandum 
must be kept by the head 
of the committee who will 
see that it is returned * 
finished, or if unfinished, In time to be conipleted 
at the meetings. Not infrequently work is taken 
home to be done, but sickness or other unforeseen 
interruption makes it impossible to accomplish. 

A wise president will appoint on her committees 
of one, women who are especially skillful in the 
kind of work to be sold at their particular tables. 
Quite often one may excel in fine embroidery but 
know little about putting a garment together, or 
doing neat plain sewing. Then there will be others 
who have the knack of putting pretty bags together, 
making pretty boxes, toilet cases, etc. It may 
also be found that the best candy and cake makers 
will care little about sewing, but come in strong on. 
making paper flowers, garlands of greens, or in 
Dutting an artistic individuality into the general 
scheme of table arrangements and decorations. 

In most societies there are excellent cooks who 
are willing to give of their time but cannot afford 
to give materials. On the other hand, when solicit- 
ing, the committees will find those who for various 
reasons prefer to give cash rather than their time, 
so by accepting the money contributions and 
judiciously spending them for cooking materials 
to be used by the best cooks who will give their 
time, the money will at least be doubled in the net 
results. 

Among the “best sellers” of cooked food in the 
November and December sales are fruit puddings, 
fruit cakes, squash, pumpkin, or mince pies, canned 
mincemeat, glass jars of home-made pickles, canned 
fruit, jellies, cookies that will keep well in tins, 
stuffed dates, candy and salted nuts. Doughnuts, 
cakes, chicken pies,- meats, cold ham, or 
other foods to be eaten freshly cooked are also good 
sellers. : 

“Who made it?" is the question frequently asked 
in an audible whisper as critical eyes scan the food 
table; so be prepared to give a name that carries 
a conviction of quality that is worth the price 
asked.

At this season of the year decorating materials 
are easily obtained from woods and store-rooms. 
If workers are plentiful, a-festive, Christmas-like 
appearance should be given the interior of the 
room, the tables and booths, for no one is oblivious

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A Church Sale of Christmas Articles

Considerable thought should be given to the 
best arrangement of articles on the various tables, 
for, just as an attractive display of goods in a shop

window will make sales, so are articles at a church 
sale as good as sold when once they are-displayed 
upon a spotless table cover, and arranged in a 
tasteful, artistic way that shows them to advantage. 
Towels, pillow cases, aprons and all articles in 
this class must be given a careful pressing that the 
quality of material and work may be better ap- 
preciated, These flat articles may be arranged 
around the edge of the table, and allowed to hang 
over in a way that displays decorated edges and 
designs, while back from the edge may be placed 
articles such as bags stuffed with tissue paper, 
fancy boxes, and other articles that require. dis- 
tinetive placing and should not be crowded. Bed- 
spreads should be hung against the wall, making 
a background for tables. Home-made rugs may also 
be displayed in this fashion. A sheet hung against 
the wall makes an excellent background on which 
to pin aprons. .With a variety of aprons to work 
with, a very artistic display may be effected. 

A goodly share of interest always centers around 
the candy table and usually it is “sold out" way 
in advance of the other tables. A huge platter of 
pop-corn balls makes a centerpiece that will meet 
with popular approval. Start the selling by giving 
a few away to some young poeple, who in turn will 
herald their goodness as they circulate about eating 
this old-time, yet ever-fascinating confection, I 
never knew any sale to have corn-balls enough. 

In plates of uniform size, arrange the candies 
very neatly and in some definite form so far as 
possible. As with peppermints, they may be 
stacked into pyramids, or set on edge in circles so 
that when they are released the candies will slant, 
one partly over the other. Caramels may be 
fitted into solid squares, each square smaller than 
the one below, until the top block is a single caramel. 
If there are several kinds of fudge, one plateful 
may be assorted, and placed between two plates 
of chocolate fudge. Stuffed dates should be uni- 
formly arranged in circles, one within the other: 
Display salted nuts in glass dishes. 

In connection with the sale. of candies, home- 
made candy boxes may be sold, both empty and 
filled. 
slightly tilted to one side so that the contents will 
show to advantage. Thin aluminum candy tongs 
can be bought at a very low price, and one flattened 
on top of each box of candy adds to its attraction. 
These tongs cost so little that one might be given 
as a souvenir with each pound of candy. And 
while on the subject of tongs, have your committee 
bring sugar tongs so that the candy will not be 
touched by the hands while selling. 


Articles Proven To Be Good Sellers 


If you desire above all else to retain the good will 
of your society and all customers, do not open 
your sale with anything laid aside or marked “sold.” 
Give everyone an equal chance who arrives at the 
time the sale is advertised to open, showing a spirit 
of fairness and good will to all. 

Keeping an article on exhibition after it is sold 
will lose the table sales, even though its decoration 
value is considerable, because a customer can seldom 
be pleased with a second choice. A better way is 
to keep rearranging so that the “stock” will not 
appear too low to interest a belated would-be 
customer. 

Aprons of all kinds and to meet the capacity of 
all purses will usually “go” like the proverbial 
hot-cakes, provided they are well made and the 
material is worth the asking price. ‘The unbleached 
cotton muslin makes an apron that seems to please 
all ages, and there is little difference in the style 
of decorations. Colored bias bindings are used: 
over edges or flat as a top facing. Decorations 
of circles and squares are also made from bandings 
and are stitched flat on both edges. One pretty, 
model has a deep painted band of striped gingham a- 
cross the bottom, with the colors of the strips extend- 
ed oneinch onto themuslin with an outline stitch done 
with embroidery cotton. This same effect is: 
carried out in a pointed bib and pockets. Original 
designs to be embroidered, edges turned and finish” 
ed With running stitch, appliques of flowers and 
leaves cut from’ colored chambrays, or designs - 
cut from flowered or figured cretonnes make attrac- 
tive aprons that:cost but a small sum.

Cross-barred dimities make an especially stylish 
tea apron with small pointed bibs, or cut with bib 
and shoulder straps in one piece~ Many of these 
are trimmed by simply following the line of the 
cross-bar with black or colored embroidery cotton, 


or furtner decorating with cross-stitch, French 
knots, or a single flower in each square. An odd, 
but very pretty, apron is made by using a colored 
thin material for the body of the apron which hap- 
pens to be just straight, and is gathered into a belt 
of white material.deep enough to resemble a yolk 
with a top edge that widens at the center, and is 
worn low at the waistline. A deep band of white 
finishes the bottom, and both belt and band are 
decorated, with coarse embroidery that carries 
out the color in the body of the apron. 

Aprons are very simple to copy, and a well 
fitting dress pattern may be used as a guide in shap- 
ing kimono or other large aprons. An apron fash- 
ioned by cutting arm holes that extended to the 
waistline was developed in black sateen. with ap- 
pliqued patches of vivid sateen shaped into fruit 
designs and an orange colored bias binding finished 
the edges. Black sateen aprons are usually good 
sellers. : 

Bags of all kinds and for all purposes are especially 
salable for Christmas gifts. The homespun, both 
in cotton and wool, is not new. but: is used as a baz

material even more than formerly. A decoration. 
which is typically Canadian, is done by drawing 
a thread, and in its place darning in one of woolen 
yarn with an occasional back-stitch. A band of 
this effect done in yary-colored yarns may be used 
at top or bottom or through the center. All the 
block designs work well into homespun, but unless 
the weave is very even, cross-stitching on the 
woolen is not satisfactory. Handles which are 
also typically Canadian are made by sewing a 
strip of homespun very tightly over a small smooth 
rope with woolen yam.

Utility Bag 


"There are several ways by which this popular 
bag may be developed. As illustrated a double 
thickness of heavy linen was used. To make, cut 
two circles, one for each side of the bag. Cut an 
even strip long enough to reach each side of the 
opening, and a strip of the same width for the 
handle, Baste the two thicknesses of each section 
together, and bind with checked gingham. Join 
the sections with an over-and-over stitch on the 
wrong side and turn. Crocheted from twine, this 
bag is strong and useful, and quickly made. Another 
style, very much in vogue, is to cut these bags from 
floor matting, binding the parts with wide straw 
hat braid, or colored woolen dress braid.

A very light brown, with border and lining of 
dark brown was used to make this scarf.

Knitted Scarf 


For young girls these bright scarfs are very 
“fetching.” They are knitted plain with strips 
of a contrasting color and decorated with an 
embroidered initial. 


Hanger and Shoe-Trees 


‘The hanger is covered with a’ crocheted tube 
made in two sections and joined at the center after 
being slipped onto the wooden hanger. Make with 
colored crochet cotton, using an Afghan stitch.

crease the size to fit the hanger over which it is 
to be used. A tiny tube of single crochet covers 
the hook. 'The*wooden ends of trees are painted 
blue, the steels wound with ribbons to match and 
finished with bows. 


Pasteboard Boxes

of reed which extends to the bottom of boxes on 
the inside, and is glued into place before the boxer

Table Cover for Four-Seater 


Glass toweling checked with blue lines was used 
in making this very attractive cover, Each outer 
corner is cut out and turned back the size of one 
check, The three corner checks are decorated 
with plain blue gingham patches that match the 
line in toweling. All the inside edges are finished 
with narrow hems, apd the four plate seetions are 
fastened to the center piece with fagoting done with 
blue embroidery cotton, The outer edges are 
turned and finished with a blanket stitch done with 
the blue cotton.

First we see an apron for small daughter, sister 





or little friend—from three to six years old—one 
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made just like the grownup's. It is finished with 
a hem, and an inch by eighteen inch piece of the 
material is made in a half-inch fold and is sewed on 
at.the yolk at either side, so that the apron slips 
over the head, and there are the same size folds at 
the sides to tie in a bow at the back, Finish the 
edge of the apron with a running stitch of four 
strands of brown floss and then whip these stitches 
with four strands of yellow floss. The decoration 
will appeal to the little ones—being a brown rock- 
ing-horse which, lo and behold, makes a pocket, 
‘and in it rides a child, ‘Then there is Baa Lamb and 
Duckie toys, wheels and all, placed also on the 
apron. The entire work is in outline stitch using 
three strands of floss. The brown horse for the 
pocket is done in brown working in outline first 
Hem the top for afinish and then turn down around 
the rest of the pocket.and blind stitch on to the 
apron with a single thread of brown, Make the 
child's hair brown, her face and hands yellow aud 
the dress in black. The sheep is black with a 
yellow bow around his neck. The duck is yellow 
with a black base and wheels, and he looks out on 
the world through a brown eye. 

As the little girl has an apron, so perhaps Mother, 
Auntie, Big Sister may wish one too. This is one 
of the smaller variety, but a most popular size and 
shape. The flowers are.done in buttonhole stitch 
with black centers worked in solid embroidery with 
ten radiating lines. One flower is an odd shape of 
red, another in a lighter shade of the same color, 
and one in china blue—making a most pleasing 
combination of colors, although any color scheme 
may be used to suit the desire and taste. The 
scroll stems are outlined in black and the edge of 
the apron and the turned down flap of the pocket 
is‘ finished with black blanket stitch. Use four 
strands for the black and si lors. 

Everyone needs a laund This is not only 
an excellent gift for the housewife, but it helps to 
solve the problem of what to give to tho menfolks, 

For this reason we have both the white and the 
tan for you to choose from. The white bag is 
worked in blue for the lettering done in chain stitch, 
“and the French knot groups of flowers are worked 
in yellow with green stems and leaves. Take three 
strands for the chain stitch, six for the knots and 
three for the stems and leaves. The tan bag would 
look well embroidered in shades of brown with 
orange for the French knots. To finish tho bag, 
seam up the sides and then turn down the top three 
inches, and make a one-inch casing. Make an 
opening in the ‘casing at either side and finish. 
Run in a cord which is:made of the floss as follows: 
Take two skeins of floss the entire length and fold 
in thirds, twist at either end in opposite directions 
(some member of the family will have to be called 
upon to help) Join onds placing finger half way 
along floss and the floss twists into a cofd. Mako 
another one, and run both in the bag. 

Small ovals and centers are always most accept- 
able. Not only are they easy to make, but their 
uses sre innumerable which makes them so well 
liked. The center is eighteen inches, and the oval 
is nine by fifteen inches. The work on both is 
French knots done in six strands, and lazy daisy 
leaves and stems in three strands. The center 
has bunches of yellow flowers in two shades with 
green leaves, and a black circle of outlining connects 
itall, The oval is in two shades of blue—the light 
er shade for the leaves and stems, while the darker 
shade makes the knots and the outlined scrolls, 
One yellow knot is placed in the center of the flower. 
Both of the doilies are finished with a hemstitched ” 
picot ready for you to crochet the edge.

‘Do you know I felt that I had to buy 
something nice for him in return—a present which 
I really felt I could not afford to give, but I thought 
he'd be disappointed if I didn't give him something, 
too.” If he felt that way about the gift, wasn’t he 
merely exchanging presents? 

And some people who can really afford to do so 
buy a costly present and give it to a friend who is in 
moderate circumstances and then the latter feels 
he must buy another equally expensive gift to give 
in return—something which he really cannot afford: 
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bese then others are disappdinted because the Christ-

Dear Mrs. WILKINSON AND ALL: 

I am going to take your advice and write about 
my Christmas now. Last year I intended to write 
but just neglected it until I realized that if I did 
write my letter would be too late for December 
1923, so now, January 3, 1924, I am going to write 
to have it in time for next December. 

I will tell you of a few gifts I made. One thing 
that was very popular with the little tots was a 
rabbit doll. I cut it in two pieces and after it 
was stuffed I painted the eats, eyes and nose with 
pink water color, His whiskers were black. I 
dressed him in a plain suit, gathering it closely at 
neck, sleeves and legs. The pattern, which T 
cut self, was like that for cloth dolls, with the 
addition of long ears and a rabbit face. I also 
made several of the dolls illustrated in December 
1923 Comvorr. I haye made the cats too, and 
elephants. Children are fond of toys like these. It 
doesn't take an expensive toy to amuse a child. 

Here is a way to use white and light colored 
stockings, no longer fit for wear. Rip the hem out 
and cut open along seam; cut into shape best suited 
tothestocking. Cut two pieces of the same size 








. and put together with buttonhole stitch or crocheted 


edging. This makes a splendid wash-cloth. If. 
used.as a present for a baby, the word “Baby” can 
be outlined in one corner, with a tiny spray of 
flowers. These cloths are very soft. 

I made a paint book for a small child, by cutting 
white wrapping paper into book size, fastening 
together and drawing or outlining a picture on every 
page. A box of crayons accompanied this bool. 
It takes arlittle time to make it but often one can 
spare the time better than the money. I ajso make 
scrap books of the same paper, using any picture 
or poem that I think will be interesting to a child. 
Save pictures from magazines all the year, placing 
them in a large envelope until ready to use. 

A nice gift for a boy who is just beginning to 
wear four-in-hand ties is a rod to hang them on. I 
used a cardboard tube, one inch in diameter, cover- 
ing it with organdy and crocheting a cord to hang 
it by. 

For trimming for the Christmas tree I save the 
shells of English walnuts, the kind that can be 
broken in halves without smashing the shell. 
These make pretty ornaments when glued together 
and painted with gold or silver paint. A string 
to hang by should be inserted between the halves 
before gluing together. Christmas cards can be 
mounted in plain or colored cardboard and ‘a bit 
of tinsel added to make ornaments for the tree. 
Paper chains in Christmas colors are good and, of 
course, you all know(of pop-corn strings. It doesn’t 
take much to please a child and I think every child 
should have a Christmas tree. Those who can 
afford it can buy ornaments but it is for those who 
cannot afford it that I write, 

If you live where holly cannot be had you need 
not be without Christmas greens for evergreens or 
small pine or fir branches tied with red crepe paper 
bows will,take the place of holly, A wreath can 
be made by making a hoop of picture wire and 
Bente. wreathing the evergreens around it. 
Put a bow ef paper at the top.

Comfort Sisters’ 
Recipes 


T is quite-fitting and proper that a recipe for a 
Christmas Plum Pudding should win the De- 
cember prize, particularly when it is‘a recipe 
in which the exact proportions are given, as 
well as the manner in which they should be 

put together and cooked. If a recipe for hash 
possessed these qualifications it would win over the 
most a-la-recipe ever invented that just guessed 
at the quantity of the ingredients and left the rest 
to the imagination or long practice of the cook. 
Almost forgot to say that Mrs. Lillie Henson of 
Thornton, R. R. 2, Texas, is the winner of the 
Sisters' Pin. Let's wish her a Merry Christmas. 


Curistmas Pium Puppina.—Two cups ground 
suet, two cups of bread-crumbs, two cups of flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder, two cups of sugal 
two cups of seeded raisins, two cups of currants, 
and cup finely cut citron, one cup finely cut figs, 
one tablespoon finely cut orange peel, one tablespoon 
finely cut lemon peel, one teaspoon ground cinnamon 
‘one teaspoon ground ginger, one-quarter teaspoon 
cloves, one-quarter teaspoon nutmeg, one-quarter 
teaspoon mace, one tablespoon salt, one cup water 
and one cup of grape or other fruit juice. Mix 
thoroughly all dry ingredients and add fruit; stir 
in water and fruit juice and mix thoroughly. Fill 
greased molds two-thirds full and steam six hours. 
This pudding should be cooked one week before 
itis used. Steam onehour beforeserving and serve 
with Foamy Sauce. 

Foamy Savce.—Six tablespoons "butter, one cup 
powdered sugar, three eggs, one teaspoon vanilla 
extract and two tablespoons boiling water. Cream egg 
butter, add sugar slowly, beating continually; beat 
yolks until thick and add gradually; beat well, 
and add stiffly beaten whites, flavoring and water. 
Before serving heat over boiling water five minutes, 
stirring constantly.

Bonsons.—Make fondant according to recipe 
given under “Candy Recipes’. Take desired 
amount, work until soft and creamy, then make 
centers for the bonbons by working into the fondant 
chopped nut meats, shredded cocoanut, candied

fruit or raisins. Make into bails, flattening one 
side Melt the plain fondant in a double boiler, 
drop in the prepared centers, on¢ at a time, care- 
fully turn until coated and take out onto waxed 
paper. When all is done twirl a little of the warm 
fondant from a teaspoon onto the top of each. To 
give variety, part of the fondant used for coating 
may be colored with a little commercial candy. 
coloring. _ 

Fancy Frosrep Oaxe.—In a measuring cup 
soften one-fourth cup of butter;-add two unbeaten 
eggs, and fill the cup with sweet milk. Add two 
teaspoons of baking powder, and one-fourth tea- 
spoon of salt to one and one-half cup of flour and 
sift again. Add the mixture in the cup to the fiour 
beat until smooth, and bake in a moderate oven.

“to” and a maker cannot afford to put even one lot 
on sale that is not up to 
standard qualit 

One of the quickest 
methods of establishing a 
sale for candy is to prepare 
small sample packages to 
be given away wherever 
the candy is on sale, or, to 
hays it attractively di 
played on a plate or platter, 
to he passed to customers 
who are at all likely to be / 
interested in candy. This \_ 
latter method often results “© 
in immediate sales.

Jusy A Brunurre.—A goot diet of vegetables 
and fruits? Iam glad your doctor is so sensible 
as to tell you to cut out all pastries, candies, ete. 
Your complexion will certainly benefit by the pro- 
ceeding. Lsuggest that for breakfast you cat, first, 
fruit. You can always get grapefruit, oranges, 
prunes, dried apricots, apples. Half a grapefruit 
would be a good breakfast appetizer. Follow this 
‘with a dish of cereal with cream and without sugar— 
unless you are much overweight, in which ease cut 
out the cereal, as it is more or less fattening. If 
you are just normal weight, howover, it is good 
nourishing food. Learn to eat it without sugar, 
however. You will soon like it much better with- 
out sugar than with. Then you eould have two 
soft-boiled or poached eggs. ‘The eggs should be 
boiled about thrée and one-half minutes, or three 
minutes, or poached until nicely cooked but still 
soft. If you are not, overweight, you can eat a 
slice of thin crisp toast with this, but if you aro, 
cut-out all white bread. For lunch and -dinner, 
you could eat broiled steak, lamb chops, mutton 
chops, roast beef, mutton or lanih, broiled white- 
fish, chicken, duck, meat balls made of ground 
round steak seasoned, then broiled; beef loaf made 
of round steak ground, seasoned, held "together 
with rolled cracker crumbs (just a small amount) 
and baked in the oven. And for vegetables, salad 
will be your best help as you can always get lettuce. 














Make a French dressing of six parts olive oil to 





ono part vinegar, salt, and a good dash of paprika, 
and pour it over a quarter of a head of lettuce, 
or an apple and celery salad, or a tomato salad, or 
fish sdlad. "It takes only a minute to whip the 
oil and vinegar together, and pour it oyer whatever 
you have in the way of salad, and it is a good meal 
with graham crackers or whole wheat bread. 
Boiled beets sliced and served hot with butter, and 
a tiny bit of hot vinegar is a good vegetable for 




















you. Sliced carrots, hoiled and with a tiny bit of 
butter are good, canned corn ean be made especially 
appetizing by chopping part of a green pepper and | 


putting it in a frying pan with a little butter, cook- | 
ing it until it begins to brown, then pouring in the 
corn, adding salt and pepper and serving -very hot. 
Creamed celery is good, boiled -cauliflower with 
tle butter added when. serving, asparagus, 
loped tomatoes, Lima beans fixed as the corn 
was—that is, with the chopped green pepper— 
and a cream sauce sprinkled heavily with paprika 
added to the green peppers just before the cooked 
Luma beans are added. If you are overweight, 
you should noteat Lima beans or cream. sauces, 
Fruits make the best desserts, but no doubt your 
doctor will let you eat baked custard, corn-starch 
blanc mange, or jello, if you do not load them with 
sugar. It is the sweet stwif and fat stuff you should 
avoid, to secure good digestion, Take exercises before 
going to bed, and on getting up to stimulate action 
of the bowels, for you must seo that they move 
regularly and fully, without cathartics, About 
your hair which gets oily right after shampooing, — 
yes, dandruff would cause thi Massage the 
scalp to stimulate the little hair roots. Your 
dandruff probably clogs up the little pores and so 
irritates the oil-cells and causes them to pour 
forth more oil than is necessary. While your:hair 
is so oily, you should shampoo it once a week. As 
soon as it gets more normal, change to once in two 
weeks again.

At your age you should not weigh for your height 
of five feet two and one-half inches over one hun- 
dred and eighteen or one hundred and twenty 
pounds.

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Indigestion of Babies 


N our talic last month, we stated that habitual 
indigestion of babies was a long continued 
form, due to the.fact that the causes could 
not be found or removed, and I think it is 
about the same as dy a in adults.

The abdomen is usually distended with gas and 
the baby may be in pain.. If the child is not old 
enough to tell about the pain, its erying and draw- 
ing up its legs make it quite plain where the trouble 
is located. 

‘The treatment of occastonal indigestion of babies 
ery simple, as they usually~empty the stomach 
at once by yomiting, and if this has occurred, the 
proper plan is to calm down the irritability of that 
organ, 

‘This can almost always be done with lime-water 
and milk, one-third milk, two-thirds limé-water, 
poonful every ten or fifteen minutes, At 
ame time a small mustard poultice may be 
applied to the abdomen one part mustard, three 
parts of flour, or hot cloths wrung out of a pint of 
hot water to which has been added a teaspoonful 
of turpentine. Usually the poultice or hot cloths 
ill relieve the pain, but if they fail and the baby 
is vomiting, I should give a rectal fenema of four 
to- six ounces of warm water. This empties the 
lower bowels, also relieves the baby of much gas, 
which is one of tho causes of the pain. 

If this treatment does not relieve the pain give 
baby a teaspoonful of castor oil, to which has been 
added ten drops of paregoric. If there seems to”bo 
an acid (sour) state of the stomach, alkalies aro 
indicated and the best we have are lime-water, 
magnesia, and soda. The lime-water giyon with. 
the mili usually corrects the hyperacidity. Habitu- 
al indigestion requires a very different treatment 
from the occasional form. In case of habitual 
indigestion the most important things to consider 
are careful regulation of the diet in all its details, 
the use of food that baby can digest without distr 
and the use of remedies to restore tone and y

If in spite of all she can do along these lines, the 
baby does not thrive, her milis does not seem to 
digest and nourish baby, then she must turn to 
other foods. 

Cow's milk is the best substitute for mother’s 
mill, but this must be given with reason and judg- 
ment. In some of our previous talks we have given 
formulas for preparing the mil for babies at the 
different ages. These formulas are suggested as 
giving the proper strength to try, but mothers must 
remember that there are no ironclad rules that 
can be laid down for feeding, and that they may 
have to dilute or strengthen the formula to suit 
each individual. case. If the baby seems to be 
digesting the food, but is not gaining as fast as it 
should, add moro milk to the mixture; on the other

A.—During pregnancy be careful about flatten- 
ing the nipples by pressure of corsets, as this is one 
of tne common causes of trouble. Harden the 

Npipples during the later weeks of pregnancy by 
frequent applications of tannin, or alum, avoiding 
enough mechanical action to cause any contractions 
of uterus. A week before delivery, cleanse the 
nipples every day with a four per cent. solution of 
borax and water, or four per cent. of borax mixed 
with vaseline. If in spite of this treatment the 
nipples become sore, use a nipple shield and paint 
with a Brush, Compound Tincture of Benzoin, 
which leaves a film oyer the irritation, lessens pain, 
and promotes healing. 

Morner’s Dmmr.—What should the mother eat 
after baby arrives? Mrs.—, Virginia. 

A.—She may eat any easily digestible food, soft- 
boiled eggs, mille, meat-soups, toasted pread, baked 
potato,—but in’ moderate quantity.

balloon, the dirigible floats.in the air because of tha” 
buoyancy ofits inflated gas bag; but, unlike the 
former, it has a strong frame which giyes rigidity 
to its long, spindle-shaped gas bag, and is equipped 
with powerful gasoline engines operating propellere 
which drive it through the air at a high rate of 
speed and render its course of flight controllabis 
by means of its rudders. The most noted type of 
dirigible is the German Zeppelin, named for its 
inventor, the late Count Zeppelin. The balloons 
and dirigibles are called “‘lighter-than-air" machines 
because they will float in air when at rest as well 
as when in horizontal motion. The third class com- 
prises the aeroplanes, known as “heavier-than-air’’ 
machines because, being devoid of gas bags, they 
have no buoyancy, and are a dead weight when at 
rest. Their motion through the air, like that of 
a bird, is true flying. Like a bird, the aeroplane 
is raised from the ground and upheld in its flight 
by the rush of air under its wings, which is produced 
in sufficient force to be effective only at high speed. 
Naat speed slackens the aeroplane scales down to 
earth. 

Although the press had published meager ac- 
counts of some of Count Zeppelin’s aeronautic 
exploits, the degree of formidable utility to which 
he had developed his invention was practically a 
German secret uatil revealed in the World Wae 
when Paris and other French cities experienced thr 
terror of night bombardments by Zeppelins, and 
like attacks by these aerial monsters on London and 
other English cities disillusioned the British of the 
fancied security of their sea-girt island. 

By the terms of the Versailles Treaty, which 
officially terminated the war, Germany was to 
surrender all her airships for distribution among 
the victors. But before delivery could be made 
nfost of ‘the Zeppelins were destroyed by their 
captains, and the Allies required Germany to replace 
them in kind or make compensation by delivery of 
other property of equal value. 
Government preferred to demand cash in payment 
for the two which had been allotted to this country, 
but later decided to ask Germany to settle this 
claim by building for us one Zeppelin as big ag 
both the two that should have been ours. Germany 
willingly consented, but the Allies at first objected 
to the arrangement because of the great size of 
the proposed airship: later they permitted it to be 
built on conditoin that it should never be used for 
war purposes. So Z R-3 has been designed, con- 
structed and equipped especially for commerce, 
and we are in honor bound not to use it for military 
purposes. It is valued at about two and a half 
million dollars. 

As compared with the Shenandoah, which is our 
biggest dirigible and is a war machine belonging to 
the Navy, Z R-3, although 25 feet shorter, is 
actually larger because its diameter is 12 feet greater 
so that it holds 357,000 cubic feet more of buoyant 
gas; it is about six tons heavier, but because of its 
greater buoyancy it will carry six tons more load 
of gasoline, crew, passengers and freight than the 
Shenandoah can lift. It is the first, and to date 
the only, dirigible capable of carrying a load equal 
to Its own weight. The respective dimensions of, 
these two dirigibles are: Z R-3:—Length, 656 feet; 
diameter, 91 feet; holds 2, 472,000 cubic feet of gas; 
weight, 46 tons. Shenandoah.—Length, 671 feet; 
diameter, 79 feet; holds 2,115,000 cubic feet of 
gas; weight, about 40 tons, 

Z R-3 can make a continuous flight (without 
stop) of 5,280 miles at cruising speed, or 3,500 miles 
at top speed of 76 miles an hour, far exceeding the 
cruising radius and speed of the Shenandoah. Our 
new Zeppelin has luxurious accommodations for 
at least 20 passengers, and is furnished with electric 
stoves for cooking food. 

This supreme product of German inventiveness 
and mechanical skill made the voyage flying the 
German flag and navigated by a German crew 
commanded by German officers. For passengers 
she carried American officers as observers of her 
performance. She arrived at Lakehurst on the 
morning of October 15th, where she became the 
property of the United States Government, and 
was rechristened, the Los Angeles. As she will 
be the first commercial dirigible to fly the American 
flag, and as her use is strictly limited to peaceful 
pursuits, her acquisition under these conditions is 
assumed to betoken a purpose on the part of our 
Government to encourage and assist the develop- 
ment of aerial lines of commerce in America.

This piece is to double 
in half, making the pocketbook or handbag eight 
inches long. I cut slits down each side and laced 
it together with a tiny strip cut from the cord.

There are two types of bearings in common 
use at the piston end, One type incorporates 
clamping or otherwise anchoring the connecting 
rod tightly to the piston pin and allowing enough 
el neo for the pin to be a running fit in the piston 
Another form and the one most commonly 
adopted uses just the reverse principle, The upper 
end of the connecting rod is bored to accommodate 
# bushing, usually of bronze, which is a runing 
fit on the piston pin. The pin is fastened securely 
in the piston bosses and is stationary in the piston. 
Whenever wear occurs in the hearing at the upper 
end of the connecting rod, usually a remedy can be 
effected by replacing the bushing or bushings since 
the piston pin is of steel, heat treated and not so 
susceptible to wear. ‘The lower connecting rod 
bearing, the one which attaches to the crankshaft, 
will undoubtedly prove to be of greater interest 
for the average ow1 This bearing is of much 
greater size and of different construction from the 
one just described.

When no anti-freeze solution 
is used, a very tight freeze is the result and it is 
impossible to start the motor, The owner of tho 
wr in the first described condition drives down the 
Mrect. Ho hears a racket in the radiator‘and views 
clouds of steam emitting from the radiator overflow 
pipe and around the filler cap, ‘The water is frozen 
at the bottom of the radiator and not at the top as 
he will readily determine by placing his hand on the 
two séctions of the radiator. Do not endeavor to 
look into the difficulty by the radiator 
cap. You will only be met w sher of boiling 
hot water. Stop the motor and cover the engine 
hood and radiator (especially the entire radiator) 
with arobe. If the freeze is a light one the escaping 
steam will sometimes serve to, thaw out the system, 
Hot water is one of the best aids for restoring 
circulation. Pour it on the lower hose connection 
and on the lower section of the radiator. Then 
start the engine and run it slowly. The steam may 
reappear but keep the radiator covered as suggested 
above and the thawing will gradually take place. 
Do not race the engine but keep it as near to’ an 
idling speed as possible. When denatured alcohol 
is used in the system you should determine its 
strength by frequently taking specific gravity read- 
ings. Tho ordinary hydrometer such as used for 
taking readings of storage battery electrolyte will 
not serye the purpose of determining the strength 
of the anti-freeze solution, A special hydrometer 
is needed for this purpose. This instrument in- 
corporates a thermometer and is not expensive,

ors suffer greatly during the cold weath 
Atone time they may be frozen and then a few min- 
later they may be very nearly blown to pieces 
due to the overheating of the water. Some radia- 
tors have a hard time of it and then when they 
spring a leak, the owner appears on the 
scene with a pint or more of corn-tueal or cement and 
it in at the filer opening with his best wishes 
the leak will cease to function. It usually 
gratifies this particular wish but fails to stop at 
this point, Tt continues to clog the entire radiator 
so that there is no circulation. There may be 
preparations which will mend the leaky place and 
hot clog the ‘radiator but’ when using any such 
preparation he sure of the guarantee and the parties 
behind the guarantee, Last year I received num- 
crous letters from owners who stated that leaks. 
had been stopped by pouring goddness-Imows- 
what.into the system and that the entire radiator 
had become clogged as a result. They wanted 
to know what the remedy was. ‘The only one I 
imew then or know now is to take the radiator apart. 
Usually this job is beyond the average owner and 


























must be handled by a radiator repairman. When || 


a leak occurs in a radiator, the repairman can fix 
it at a cost which will be much lower in the long 
ruv than an attempted remedy of the make-shift 
kind applied by the owner. However the best 
remedy of all is to keep watch of the cooling system 
and to make sure that it contains sufficient anti- 
freeze solution to withstand the low tempc

The up-to-date broiler plant consists of am in- 
cubator cellar, a nursery, or brooder house, as it is 
called, and a broiler house Both the latter are 
divided into small pens “about two feet wide and 
five feet long. In the nursery house the top ends 
of the pens are enclosed like boxes to the depth’ of 
about a foot and 2 half, and have hot water pipe: 
running through them to furnish heat for the chic 
ens to brood under, ‘The brooder house is divided 
in the same way, but the hot water pipes only run 
around the walls of the house, as the birds don't 
need the immediate heat to brood under after 
they leave the nursery, when they are five or six 
‘weeks old. 

But until you can afford the proper equipment, 
one or two incubators can be run in thg cellar of 
the house or an unused room where there is no 
othor heat. Individual brooders can be used in-

which will lift the ends of the matcrial about three 
i s from the floor of the brooder. At first, when 
sreen is in the lower half of the brooder, fold 
of cotton batting and fold it carefully over 
it, filling in the eutire space to the af tho box.

In 
front.of each brooder there should be a wire enclo- 
sure, so that the chicks can run out and play with- 
out the flocks getting mixed up. After they are

A narrow wooden strip runs the entire’ length and 
projects over into the trough about three quarters 
of an inch, his preyents the grain from being 
thrown out by the hens The grain banks up under 
the strip? 

‘The front elevation shows that the openings of 
the compartment extend to the bottom of the box. 
The opening for feeding oats is four inches square, 
and for the scraps eight by ten inches. ‘These 
openings are covered with cellar window netting 
three-eighths inch mesh. The slit in the corn com- 
partment is about five eighths inch in height and 
clear across, The upper edge is sawed parallel 
with the bottom of the feeder. This makes the 
opening higher inside than out, 
to have a strip of wood or tin 
as to reduce the height of this opening when feeding 
wheat or other small smooth grain. If it is desired 
to feed dry mixtures another compartment ean be 
added, built exactly like the one for scraps 

If cracked corn or wheat feed too freely in the 
regular compartment, try them in the oat compart- 
ment. ey Will feed slowly, cracked corn 
especially; in fact, it will feed so slowly that the 
hens will have to peck at it all day to & full crop. 
This is an advantage in some case Not so with 
little chicks on free range, for their habit is to fill 
up moderately in the morning, then start out and 
be gone all day.

the front. Cut a hole three inches square in the 
center of the front, for the chicks to run in and out. 
At both ends of the lid or top box make half-inch 
holes three inches apart, and an inch from the top. 
This completes the outside of the brooder. Put 
cleats in each corner of the top and bottom boxes, 
two inches from the top. Then make a frame to set 
inside the box and rest on the cleats, cover it with 
burlap, aud then cut a long strip of felt, flannel or 
old blanket, or any soft woolen material. It does 
not matter so much what it is'so long as it is long 
7 and woolly, It should be about four inches wide. 
Make cuts one inch apart the entire length, leaving 
about half an inch as a heading. Then stitch the 
fringed material to the burlap, commencing in the 
center of the frame, and going round and round, 
the rows to be about an inch apart.

R. A—The following rations are suitable for 
your location. Scratch feed, t6 be scattered in 
litter night and morning; Corn, 100 pounds: wheat, 
100 pounds; oats, 50 pounds. Give about one. 
third of the daily allowance in thelmorning, and two- 
thirds in the evening. Dry mash is very essential 
for egg production, and I think you will find a dry 
mixture kept in hoppers from which a bird can feed 
at all times, will prove the most economical. If 
you are keeping any of the heavy breeds, like Rocks, 
Reds or Wyandottes, it is best to keep the hopper 
closed until noon. The mixture for dry mash is 
as follows; Shorts, 100 pounds; bran, 100 pounds; 
Meat scraps, 60 pounds. It is- impossible to tell 
you just how much feed to give night and morning, 
as breeds and even individuals differ. ‘The safest plan 
is to weigh out the grain at night, feed rather slowly, 
give them all they will eat up clean; then weigh 
any grain that you may have left, so that you will 
know just how much you have given the birds, 
Follow this plan for three or four nights, and then 
make an average, and weigh it as a regular night 
feed, giving one-third less for the morning feed, 
Remember always that any rule must be broken to 
accommodate circumstances. For instance, if it 
is a bad, rainy day, birds won't go far out on rango, 
to hunt food, so thoy will need a little extra, and 
sometimes in the fall, whon there is a great quantity 
of weed seeds about, they won’t need so much,

large or too small bruises the shoulders 
of a colt when plowing for the first time, and es- 
pecially when he is made to walk in the furrow. 
‘The wasting in such a case is termed “sweeney” by 
horsemen. Similar wasting of the muscles of the 
hip may follow difficuit foaling and of the muscles 
of the thigh, following a severe attack of azoturia, 
A successful modern method of treatment for 
sweeney is to inject a few drops of tincture of iodin 
deeply into the wasted muscles, at points an inch 
or two apart over the entire affected area, by means 
of a hypodermic syringe. Turpentine is sometimes 
used in the same way, but is liable to cause pus- 
formation. That may also happen if the needle 
of the syringe is not carefully sterilized. The treat- 
Ment causes an increased flow of blood to the part, 
indicated by swelling. Muscle growth is, thereby 
‘stimulated. Several treatments may be necessary.

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Hints on Winter Apple Storage 


S there anything more discouraging and dis- 

appointing than to find that the apples so 

carefully stored for family use during the long, 

cold winter months have shriveled, wilted 

and wrinkled? How our mouths water as 
we go down cellar to bring up a panful—and how 
our spirits drop when we discover that something 
has made them lose their_crispness and flayor. 
Now, there is a reason for this, but it is not nearly 
so well understood as the causes of molding or 
rotting. Now is the right: tis to see that your 
apples are not wilting and wrinkling. 

It would be a difficult matter to find a better 
storage place for apples than the old fashioned 
cellar without a furnace, which is frost-proof and 
moist without being damp. In this kind of a cellar 
apples will keep in good condition without losing 
quality or flavor, Without any particular thought 
to the apples stored in the old fashioned cellar, the 
“best fruit that grows’’ kept well along into spring, 
or even better. One of the reasons for this is 
that the temperature was nearly uniform. ranging 
between 35 and 40 deg throughout the cold 
weather. In the new and modern cellar, with a 
furnace constantly changing the temperature and 
ing up cellar moisture, conditions are far different 
—and that is one of the real reasons why apples 
do not keep as they did back in ndpa's tim 

Moisture is almost as important as, temperature 
in keeping fruit in storage. Withont sufficient 
moisture the fruit will surely sbriik, wrinkle and 
lose crispness and flavor, becon.ins worthless, Few 
of us seem to take this moisture need into considera- 
tion. In fact we actually fear the harmful effects 
of moisture, making no distinction’ between enough 
moisture and excessive moisture that is only another 
name for dampn: There is a world of difference. 

Apples stored in a too dry cellar lose moisture 
through evaporation. By keeping the cellar not 
only at the right temperature but just sufficiently 
moist to prevent excessive evaporation, the quality 
of stored apples and the length of time that they 
will keep can be greatly improved and lengthened, 
Two plans should be combined to accomplish this 
end. First, if the cellar is too dry keep an old tub 
half filled with water—evaporation will do a lot 
to keep the air from becoming too dry. Second, 
choose the best apples and wrap each one in pap 
then pack into boxes. Waxed or oiled paper 
best for this purpose, but“any kind of smooth tight- 
grained paper will serve. These wrappers help 
not only to preserve the moisture and flavor, but 
prevent rot and other diseases from spreading. 
Everybody knows how fast one rotting apple will 
spoil a whole barrel by spreading through it. 

Fall apples, such as Snow and McIntosh, can be 
pt in excellent condition until late in February 
if this practice is carried out. Real winter varieties, 
such as York Imperial, Northwestern Greening, 
Golden Russet and Willow Twig, have been kept 
until late spring. When the small amount of extra 
care required for long. and sugeessful storage is 
considered, it is a shamé that poor apples are more 
nearly the rule than the exception by midwinter on 
the farm. 

Another New Forage Crop 


Korean lespedeza, a new forage crop introduced 
and developed by the Department of Agriculture, 
Appears to be well suited to that portion of the 
United States included in a belt which takes in part 
of Pennsylvania, Virginia, Kentucky, ‘Tennessee. 
southern Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, lowa, Missouri 
and Kansas. ‘Trials now under way indicate that 
it will find a home in parts of the mountain region 
and on the Pacific coast also. 

This new forage crop isalegume and is a close 
relative of the common or Japanese lespedeza al- 
ready widely known and grown in southern states. 
Korean differs from Japanese lespedeza, however, 
in size, coarseness and earliness as well as in techni- 
cal characters. So early is the new crop that this 
very characteristic may be found objectionable, 
especially farther south where the Japanese lesped- 

ives good results. The new variety matur 
ly that, in the region of Washington, D: 
ripe and dead at least a month before a killing 
frost and so produces no grazing at a time when the 
common variety is still green and fit to graze. “On 
the other hand, the new-Korean variety starts earlier 
in the spring and grows more rapidly, thus furnish- 
ing grazing before the Japanese has attained suffi 
cient size to be pastured. Therefore, earliness is 
to he taken into consideration in favor of the new 
crop. Possibly the two kinds can be grown nicely 
in the same regions, one serving for late fall, the 
other for early. spring. Handled in this manner 
the late spring start of the common variety would 
%e nicely overcome. 


Mange Mites Damage Hog Carcasses 
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‘These pests are most troubl 
the cold winter months when 
to spend most of their time indoors. 
reason we issue this timely warning: 

Heavy losses of pork products due to mange mites 
of hogs have been reported-as increasing by govern- 
ment inspectors stationed at the packing centers 
of the country. In addition to being an irritation 
to hogs, resulting in general unthriftiness, mange 
mites Cause meat losses that run into the hundreds 
of thousands of dollars annually. Few farmers seem 
to know that this is the case. 

For example, forty per cent. of all the hogs 
slaughtered in South Dakota during the winter 
of 19: showed marked evidence of the harmful 
work of mange mites, though only’ about half of 
the carcasses were sufficiently damaged to cause 
ere losses, The mange parasites damage the 
ams, the bacons and the picnic noms particularly — 
the parts of the hog tnat have the highest market, 
value, The damage to hog car assumes the 
rm of roughened skins and inflammation. In 
s the meat is entirely unfit for food. In 
instances the injury places the pork products

from such hogs in lower grades that have a consider- 
ably lower market value—often a reduction of 3 
to 5 cents per pound. Since the same conditions 
that are true of South Dakota hold true to some 
extent in other regions, we feel that a word should 
be said about the eradication of mange mites. 

Losses due to this, cause are almost entirely 
preventable. Treatment consists in the application 
of various simple remedies ranging from mixtures 
of kerosene and lard to specially prepared mito- 
control dips. Hogs may he treated by hand appli- 
cations, hog oilers, spraying medicated hog wallows, 
and by dipping. In cold weather dipping and 
medicated wallows cannot be used to advantage 
and at this time hand applications, hog oilers and 
spraying are most satisfactory. 

In applying treatment for mange mites, the entire 
herd should be treated at the same time. To 
attempt to single out affected animals, then treat 
these, is pever satisfactory: animals that do not 
show mite injury or irritation are nevertheless 
almost certain to be “smutted" with the pests, 
and soon will reinfest the entire herd. Therefore, 
“make a clean sweep". Treat all hogs at the same 
time, then be on the lookout for a reappearance 
later. This method of procedure, combined with 














hoghouse sanitation, will go far toward redycing 
mite losses to a minimum. 


New Dairy Feeds Tested 








he results of these tests will no doubt 
be of interest and value to all readers who are feed- 
ing dairy cattle, 

Fish meal, though not’so palatableas cottonseed- 
meal, was found to be worth 20 to 25 per cent. more 
than cottonseed-meal, pound for pound. Cows ate 
all that was offered and no bad effects to the physical 
condition of the cows was noticed, The flavor of 
the milk was not affected in any way, either by 
exposing the milk to the odor of fish meal or by 
feeding the cows four pounds of fish meal before 
milking. 

Peanut’ feed containing 27.25 per cent. crude 
protein, according to the tests, was found to have 
a feeding value of 75«per cent. of prime cottonseed 
meal, 

Potato meal was found to be worth 78 per cent. 
as much as corn-meal, Velvet-bean meal rated 
only 65 per cent. of the feeding value of cottonseed- 
meal. Sweet potato meal appeared to haye about 
the same feeding value as corn-meal, and further 
tests will be run later to more exactly determine its 
value. Potato silage and corn silage possessed 
about the same feeding value, witha slight advan- 
tage for corn silage in palatability. Apple-pectin 
pulp compared with dried beet pulp was found to 
be less palatable and less efficient as a feed. Hydro- 
lized sawdust was found to be unpalatable, was not 
relished by cows contained but little nutriment 
and could be fed only in small quantities. Its 
comparative value was set at 14.5 per cent. of that 
of corn-meal. 
upplementing with molasses a ration that is 
already suitable and palatable was found to be 
uneconomical. The use of mol is advised 
only to mace unpalatable feeds more attractive, 
and to induce heavy producing cows to consume 
more feed.

A.—Rape pasture for lambs is rapidly gaining 
in popularity and there are three main reasons why 
it should. rape pasture gives much greater 
returns’ per acre—an item that every land owner 
can well take into account. Second, rape pasture 
keeps the lambs free from intestinal parasites thatare 
very likely to become a serious menace when lambs 
are run on old grass pastures, Third, rape stim- 
ulates growth and gains, giving lambs a condition 
ef flesh that makes them very desirable to the 
commission merchant, to the butcher ahd to the 
consumer—and that is what brings the high market 
price.

Grrwrxate Poppy Srep.—For the past 
years I have tried each spring to grow Oriental 
from seed but have had very poor luck. 
The soil was finely worked for a seed bed, and it 
was rich and mellow and moist, but I believe the 
seed did not germinate. Is the seed no good, or 
what did I do wrong? 
Mns. E. W. B., Wisconsin. 

A.—Many fail, so do not feel badly. Oriental 
poppy seed does not germinate easily; in fact it 
does not germinate at all, unless carefully handled 
according to rule. Perhaps that is why many 
prefer to grow poppies from division of the plants 
instead of from seed. Poppy‘ seed, of any species, 
should be planted early in the season. The seed, 
as you no doubt know, is very small and cannot be 
covered, Here is where most amateurs go astray. 
It should be sprinwled on the surface and left there, 
Eyen to brush it over to cover with the thinnest 
possible layer of earth will seal its fate. In hot 
weather the tiny plants shrivel and die almost as 
soon as the seed germinates—therefore the early 
planting advice. Many growers get good results 
from seeding on the last snow of the spring, and 
allowing the seed to settle to the ground as the 
snow melts. For our own part we prefer seeding 
as soon as the ground is free from snow. Hither 
plan will work, Try it. 

War Is Marxron Oar?—Can you tell me what 
the new oat that I have heard called Markton is 
like, and whether it would be suited to this locality? 

A. F. G., Oxncon. 

A.—It is not unlikely that you haye heard a good 

deal about Markton oats, as they have been grown 











experimentally in your state, and are now being | 








distributed to a limited extent. The Markton is 
the first variety of common oat with high-yielding 
ability and fairly satisfactory kernel characters 
which has been found to show complete immunity 
from covered smut. ‘Tests haye been made at 
Moro, Oregon, and at Pullman, Washington; the 
former station has had this variety under test 
continuously for the past ten years. Markton 
has been the highest yielding variety during the 
period at that station, the same being the case in 
Washington. We cannot understand why it has 
not been given greater distribution. Judging from 
reports available on the subject, Markton is looked 
to more as a possible hybridizing variety to cross 
with some of the more common varieties such as 
Silvermine, Swedish Select, Kherson and Green 
Russian, with the hope that smut-resistant strains 
of these well-known varieties will be established. 
Perhaps you can learn why Markton alone, because 
of its good performance, is not more highly recom- 
mended. Write to your agricultural experiment 
station, located at Moro, Oregon, for free informa- 
tion, 

Coxtrot Or Prac Bacreniosis.—What do 
you think caused my peaches to crack, open this 
year? Noticed that the leaves fell early and that 
Sometimes the fruit was spotted. Can it be cured? 

T. F. S., Norra Canoitna. 

A.—It is more than likely that your peach trees 
are suffering from the disease known as Bacteriosis 
for this disease is reported as having been particular- 
ly bad in many peach-growing regions during the 
Past season, and, the symptoms you outline are 
quite typical. It can be controlled by proper 
pruning, worming and cultivating the peach orchard. 
When the trees are kept in a high state of vigor they 
can be made practically, if not entirely, resistant 
to bacteriosis by the use of nitrate of soda, ‘The 
disease manifests itself by the presence of dry, 
brown spots on the fruit. ‘The fruit tends to crack 
en irregularly. The disease may also cause a 
hot hole” disease of the leaves and more likely 
than not the leaves will shed prematurely. The 
marks on the leaves and twigs are quite similar 
in appearance to injury sometimes caused by the 
use of a too strong arsenical spray, and at first the 
loss of leaves was attributed to this cause. Now, 
however, bacteriosis is fully understood and easily 
recognized, and preventive steps as outlined above 
will give relief, 



































tell me how to raise hops. when to set out the 
and where I can procure them? ‘There are none in 
our seed catalogs. Any advice you can give me 
will be appreciated. W. H.C 

A.—The hop vine is a perennial plant that 
grow in almost any kind of soil, but it does bes 
when grown in a rich sandy loam, It requires 
good drainage but an ample supply of moisture 
for best growth, but will withstand considerable | 
drought without suffering severely. Hops produces 
few seeds, and for this reason propagation is by 
planting of cuttings. ‘These cuttings consist of the 
underground stems or “roots” whigh are dug out of 
the hills where old hop vines are growing. Cut the | 
stems into sections about a foot long, place three | 
or four in each hill, and have the hills at’ least 
feet apart in the rows. Hops make a very prolific 
growth in fertile soil, and for this reason need plenty 
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of room to spread. Do not look for a yield from 
hop vines the first season, but grow truck crops or 
sweet corn between the rows; the second year you 
will get a crop, and from then on for seyeral years 
if the vines are well cared for. As to where you can 
get the cuttings, we are not permitted to mention 
names of seed houses or nurseries in Comronr, but 
with a region in New York state listed among the 
hop centers of this country, you should certainly 
be able to procure the cuttings from some nurséry 
in that state. Look through the advertising in 
this and other farm papers, then get in touch with 
some of the advertisers by mail. From them you 
can also learn the best time to set out the cuttings 
in your particular locality.
